Auction Rules 


The OCARC Annual Auction will take place on Friday evening, October 18th, 2013, at 7:00 PM at the 
American Red Cross facility located at 600 N. Parkcenter Drive, Santa Ana. The room will open at 6:00 
PM to allow registration, set-up and viewing. All buyers and sellers are welcome. The following rules for 
the auction will be in effect: 


1. 
2 


Only ham radio or electronic equipment / items will be auctioned (i.e.: no fishing equipment, etc) 
Buyers and Sellers must register at the door with the OCARC Treasurer. There is NO 
registration fee. 


3. Sellers should number each item in their lot. A tag should indicate the minimum bid they expect. 


4. Only 3 items from a Sellers lot will be auctioned during each turn. After auctioning 3 items, the 


auctioneer will move on to the next lot. After the first 3 items from every lot have been offered for 
bidding, the auctioneer will start the second round of auctioning with the next 3 items in lot #1. 


Auction bidding will take place as follows: 
a. $0.00-to-$5.00 bidding will take place in $0.50 increments. 
b. Over-$5.00-to-$50.00 bidding will take place in $1.00 increments. 
c. Over-$50.00-to-$100.00 bidding will take place in $5.00 increments. 
d. Over-$100.00 bidding will be in $10.00 increments. 
Rules 4 and 5 may be changed at the auctioneer’s discretion to expedite the auction. 


7. Payments for purchased items are due at the end of the auction and shall be by cash or check 


with the appropriate ID. No two-party checks or credit cards are allowed. Disbursements to the 
Sellers will be by OCARC check, only. Sellers will be charged 10% of the selling price for items 
sold by OCARC.

While two of 
them built the kit, the third would video tape the work for YouTube. But who would do what? 


Doing a little math, they determined that Tom and Harry, working together, could build the kit in 
20 hours. Doug and Tom could do it in 60 hours and Harry and Doug could to it in 30 hours. 


How long would it take each ham to built the kit if they worked alone? Which one would end up 
taking the video?

There was only one response to last month's puzzle. Congratulations to Fried - WA6WZO who correctly 
answered the puzzler. | Know of a few others who attempted it, but none of them offered a solution. | did 
get a few enquiries about the word "could" and if it had a bearing on the solution. NOPE! There is no 
trick wording or such. The problem is a simple one of the type "Three equations and three unknowns". 
The solution is straight forward except for a twist at the end! 


Let T, D and H represent the amount of work Tom, Dick and Harry each can do in one hour. From that 
you get the three equations:

Thus in one hour Tom can complete 1/60th of the kit. Hence he can build the kit in 60 hours. Substituting

The 
meeting was called to order at 7:01 pm. There 
were 40 people including 5 visitors in attendance. 
The meeting started off with the Pledge of Alle- 
giance and then a series of quick announcements 
as follows:

Kris — KC6TOD is looking for members who are in- 

terested in being part of the 2014 Board of Direc- 

tors. Elections will be held at the November meet- 
ing. 

There was also an introduction of those in attend- 
ance. 


The first speaker for the evening was Ken — 
W6HHC. Ken’s presentation was to bring us up to 
date on the DATV-Express Project and give us a 
preview of his presentation for the September 
ARRL and TAPR Digital Communication Confer- 
ence in Seattle. Ken and club member Robbie — 
KB6CJZ are involved in the development of a 
new Digital Amateur Television transmitter board 
that will allow more Amateurs to enjoy working 
Digital TV signals. The larger team working on 
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this project includes hams in Oregon WB6P, 
Ohio WA8RMC and England G4GUO. 


Ken W6HHC presented the status of the 
DATV-Express Project 

Currently available DATV transmitters cost 
$1000 or more. This new board is likely to sell 
in the $300 range and will be marketed under 
an open source license. With a new low cost 
entry point to DATV and provided open source 
software new users will be encouraged to 
make enhancements and experiment. The 
team hopes to see many new Hams joining the 
DATV world. It is also hoped that some of 
those individuals will be the source of new ide- 
as for the software and possibly for the board 
itself. 

In order to show the latest progress Ken hada 
transmitter and receiver up and operating. 
This included an analog camera that was 
trained on the station area with its images fed 
into a small MPEG-2 Encoder. The Encoder 
was connected via USB to a PC operating un- 
der Linux and utilizing the Project software. 
From there the processed MPEG-2 data is fed 
into the DATV-Express Board which produces 
a signal that is sent on to two stages of power 
amplification and then through a small wire an- 
tenna. 

On the receiving end was a similar wire anten- 
na feeding the signal into a standard TV set 
top box capable of receiving DVB-S protocol 
signals. Next another MPEG-2 decoding pro- 
cess and then images were displayed on the 
screen of a second computer. | know what 
you're thinking but we checked and the camera 
wasn’t just plugged into the second computer.
